The metes and 
bounds of this term are unclear because it encompasses for example "antagonist" molecules to the polypeptide of SEQ ID NO:2, but the 
specification fails to provide a proper definition or written description for such molecules. Therefore this term precipitates a 35 USC 112, 
second paragraph rejection and a 35 USC 112, first paragraph, written description and scope rejection. 

Continuation of 5. Applicant's reply has overcome the following rejection(s): the 25 USC 112, first paragraph written description and 
scope rejections and the obviousness-type double patenting rejection. However, the new limitation "antigen-specifc binding molecule" in 
currently amended claims 63, 75-77 precipitates a new 35 USC 112, first paragraph, written description and scope rejections and a 35 
USC 112, second paragraph rejection.
